The heroic City of Verdun saw the 
unveiling of perhaps the most novel 
war memorial in the world. 

It is a marble placue to the mer 
ory of the last carrier pigeon. No 
787-15, which’on June 4, 1916. left 
the beleagured fort of Vaux amid a 


storm of gas shells and machine gun 
fire.

Raynal, the commander of the fort

“We ure st'll holding out, but we

and smoke attack. It is urgent to re 


lieve us. This is my last pigeon.’

New Anaesthetic Gas

Inventor Claims It Is More Rapid 
and Recovery Is Quicker 
*Toronto.—The Mail and Empire 
publishes the following special des- 

patch from Boston: 

A new anaesthetic gas has’ heen 
prepared by Dr. G. H. W. Lucas, of 
Philadelphia, and Prof. V. E. Hen- 
derson, of the University of Toronto, 
it was explained at the International 
Physiological congress at the Har- 
vard medical school. They claim for 
it properties which make it appear 
as similar to-nitrous oxide, but with 
more satisfagtory after-effects. 

It is apparently a carbonic gas. 
Apparently anaesthetization is rap- 
id, with little or no struggling, and 
recovery takes place almost equally 
as rapid. | 

Animdls were anaesthetized on 
three successive days’ for periods of 
two hours without showing any ap- 
parent subsequent toxic effects. 
Respiration is of a normal rate and 
depth, and the blood. pressure rises 
slightly or remains normal.

EZRA'S RETURN TO JERUSALEM 


Golden Text: “The hand of our 
God is upon all them that seek Him, 
for good.””. Fizra 8.22. 


Fzra 7.1 to 
Devotional Reading 


Lesson: 8.36 


Psalm 65.1-8 


Explanations and Comments 


With the Permission Of Artaxer- 
xes, Ezra Goes To Jerusalem, 7.6-10. 

Ezra was a descendant of Seraiah, 
the chief priest during the reign of 
the last King of Judah, and traced 
his ancestry back to Aaron. Hle was 
“a ready scribe of the law which toe 
Lord God of Israel had piven.” He 
studied the law, and not only copied 
it but interpreted it. He requested 
permission from King Artaxerxes to 
go to Jerusalem, and this the king 
readily granted. Wih a company or 
Jews who wished to settle in Judea, 
and with priests, scribes and singers 
for the temple service, porters to 
keep the temple gates (1 Ch. 9.17), 
and Nethinim, servants for the tem- 
ple (1 Ch. 9.2), he left: Babylon the 
first month (Nisan, March-April), 
of the seventh year of King Artaxer- 
xes, and reached there in the fifth 
month (Ab, July-August), after oa 
journey of nearly four months. Hs 
purpose in going to Jerusalem was 


‘to teach the statutes and ordinances 


of the law to the people there. As 
for himself, he had “set his heart to 
seck the law of Jehovah,” and what 
was more, “to do it.” 

Between the knowing what should 
be done and the doing of it there is, 
alas! too often a gulf never bridged. 
Mere knowing about others’ needs or 
mero expression of regret at their 
needs does not avail; the true philan- 
thropist is one who knows and sym- 
pathizes and does. ‘Do the good you 
meditate,” in the words of Horace 
Bushnell, “or if you never find the 
time for doing it, have the frankness:

Recent . Tests Have Proved Peril 
Being Lessened 

Marking another step toward les- 
sening the perils of submarine ser- 
vice, tests in which the V-4 was 
“rescued” with her complement of 87 
officers and men have been carried 
out at San Diego, California. 

With the precision of a carefully 
regulated machine, fresh air was 
supplied to the submaring’s compart- 
ments, the old air exhauste®, and 
finally, the submarine brought to the 
surface by compressed air lines from 
the rescue vessel “Ortolanm” which 
“blew” the ballast tanks of the V-4 


lying on the bottom of the Pacific 


86 feet below the surface. 

While the experiment of “blowing” 
a submarine to the surface has been 
tried before, this was the first time 
that it had been done in the open 
sea, and the first time that it had 
been tried with a vessel the size of 
the V-4. It demonstrated beyond any 
doubt, navy officers said, that rescue 
and salvage work in this manner can 
be carried on successfully.
